A noted British novelist, now on a visit to 
this country, in one of his most (jopular nar­ 
ratives, exemplifies tile case of an athlete 
who, by a severe course of training, has 
brought himself to a high stato of physical 
perfection, in order to compete in the lists of 
a foot race. 
When the time arrives for the 
test of ilia low ers of endurance, the runner 
begins his task; but ere he can roach the 
goal, bis overtaxed system gives way, and he 
falls stricken with paralysis, a hopeless bodily 
wreck. 
Instances of similar kind In real life 
are bot too common. 
The death of the cele­ 
brated oarsmen Beuforth while al the thwart 
is still within public recollection, and the de­ 
cease of Ileenan, the once famous pugilist, is 
a more recent exemplification of the retnbo- 
live action of Nature when the laws by which 
the confines of the possibilities of human mus­ 
cular effort art* transgressed. 


A man's boily may be compared to a finely 
adjusted and accurately balanced steam en­ 
gine, aud his vital energy and manta! power 
to a constant motive force acting upon a uni­ 
form area of piston. 
It needs no demonstra­ 
tion to prove that an engine has a certain 
fixed capability; it can develop so many horse 
l»ower, and then reaches itsjimit. 
If we make 
more ponderous wheels or stronger rods and 
shafting, equal to the jierformance of much 
more arduous work, and then expect that the 
same power, merely by operating such heavier 
machinery, WHI produce increased results la 
overcoming greater burdens. common sense 
tells us that we look for an impossibility. And 
yet this is precisely what we seek to accom­ 
plish ny causing exaggerated muscular devel­ 
opment. 
We destroy the equilibrium of the 
machine; and a< a result, the action of the 
(lower by which it Is set in motion is either 
weakened or arrested. 
The physical seats of 
vital energy in the human frame are in the 
so tunned vital organs: a s ia the overtaxed 
steam engine the molecules of vapor dash and 
expend their force against the pistou unpro­ 
ductive of any motion, so an tho body; one 
part (the heart) unable lo drive the increased 
flow of blood required for the augmented 
ueeils of other members, bocomes overwrought 
and eventually diseased; the lungs, equally 
unable to maintain the process of burning up 
the eflele matter poured into them by the 
veins, degenerate and waste away; and the 
brain, failing to establish the connection be­ 
tween motor nerves and w iU,ff ii attern by par­ 
alysis the delicate mechanism. 
All, in fine, 
are causes which as surely arrest tile motiou 
of the human machine as does the load be­ 
yond its (lowers that of the apparatus of iron 
and steal. 


The case of Ilceuan illustrates these truths 
perhaps as forcibly as uny that can tx* cited. 
The niuu was a model of physical |ierfection, 
not ponderous in build or glgautic in frame, 
but to all appearances one in whom the parts 
of the body, while cultivate! to their fullest 
extent, remained Iii statuesque symmetry.— 
And yet despite the capacious breast and 
broad shoulders—jioinls in t bemat J s ea suppo­ 
sed to indicate almost unlimited strength of 
luuga— these last mentioned members, in tho 
constant strain upon the system, proved un­ 
equal to their task, anil fell a prey to the w ast­ 
ing an I Insidious disease which resulted in 
death. 
While, with such evidence as this before us, 
the tenets of the ultra advocates of “ muscular 
Christianity” may well be questioned with ref­ 
erence to the benefits derivable from the at­ 
tainment of a so called high physical condi­ 
tion, on the other band, it is true, that no less 
dangerous results are to be apprehended from 
the converse practice, the development of the 
mind at the expense of the body. 


Again referring to the steam engine for A 
simile, let us consider the consequence, sup­ 
posing that working parts and load remained 
constant, of our crowding into the cylinders 
an enormous steam pressure. 
Manifestly 
there would be either a much more rapid 
wearing out of the machine, caused by the 
overwhelming power, or more probably the 
complete breakdown. 
Thus it Is with the in­ 
dividual who, by excessive study and brain 
work, overweighs the balance In the contrary 
direction, and by neglecting to m aintain the 
equilibrium of mind aod body, succumbs to 
the impoverishment of his physical system.— 
Illustrations in (mint are to im found among 
the members of every profession, among the 
students of every institute of learning. Young 
men, ambitious to gain scholastic honors and 
spurred on by tho applause of preceptors aud 
friends, too often find failing health and des­ 
pondent spirits the precursors of permanent 
bodily infirmity, induced by overstrict appli­ 
cation, too many hours of study, absence of 
simple and nourishing food, and neglect of 
wholesome exercise. 
Undeterred by premo­ 
nitions of nature, toward tile close of their 
course, in order to reach a coveted prize—as 
valueless to them in after life as it is Intrin­ 
sically worthless—they tax their energies be­ 
yond their powers of endurance. 
Then, as 
the runner in the race or the oarsman at his 
oar physically breaks down at the moment of 
trial, so the overworked brain succumbs when 
it is subjected to the final strain. 
The stu­ 
dent, whose hollow eyes, pale face, and wast­ 
ed form denote nights of unvaried toil, Audi 
his powers inadequate to do him justice, and 
his memory fleeting al the bour when he ’ de­ 
sires their firmest aid; and he endures the 
bitter experience of seeing others, intellects 
ally beneath him but physically bis superiors, 
withstand a trial before which be-fails. 
Study Is to the mind ss exercise Is to the 
body; both alike act as developing powers, 
bat neither body nor mind can be carried to 
a relative excess of cultivation except at the 
expense of the other. 
“ Mens tana in cor- 
pore tano " does not refer either to pandits or 
prizefighters. 
It means a mind well balanced, 
well organized, and varied in ability, coupled

P h y s i c a l 
a n d m 
e n t a l O v e r - C u l t u r e . 
A noted British novelist, now on a visit to 
this country, in one of his most popular nar­ 
ratives, exemplifies the case of an athlete 
who, by a severe course of training, has 
brought himself to a high state of physical 
parfection, in order to compete in the lists of 
a foot race. 
When the time arrives for the 
test of his powers of endurance, the runner 
begins his task; but ere he can reach the 
goal, his overtaxed system gives way, and he 
falls stricken with paralysis, a hopeless bodily 
wreck. 
Instances of similar kind in real life 
are but too common. 
The death of the cele­ 
brated oarsmen Renforth while at the thwart 
is still within public recollection, and the de­ 
cease of Heenan, the once famous pugilist, is 
a more recent exemplification of the retribu­ 
tive action of Nature when the laws by which 
the confines of the possibilities of human mus- 
cu lar effort are transgressed. 
A man’s body may be compared to a finely 
adjusted and accurately balanced steam en­ 
gine, and his vital energy and mental power 
to a constant motive force acting upon a uni­ 
form area of pistoD. 
It needs no demonstra­ 
tion to prove that an engine has a certain 
fixed capability; it can develop so many horse 
power, and then reaches its.limit. 
If we make 
more ponderous wheels or stronger rod3 and 
shafting, equal to the performance of much 
more arduous work, aud then expect that the 
same power, merely by operating such heavier 
machinery, will produce increased results in 
overcoming greater burdens, commou sense 
tells us that we look for an impossibility. And 
yet this is precisely what we seek to accom­ 
plish by causing exaggerated muscular devel­ 
opment. 
We destroy the equilibrium of the 
machine; and a 5 a result, the action of the 
power by which it is set in motion is either 
weakened or arrested. 
The physical seats of 
vital energy in the humau frame are in the 
so termed vital organs: as in the overtaxed 
steam engine the molecules of vapor dash and 
expend their force against the piston unpro­ 
ductive of any motion, so 4n the body; one 
part (the heart) unable to drive the increased 
flow of blood required for the augmented 
ueeds of other members, becomes overwrought 
and eventually diseased; the lungs, equally 
unable to maintain the pcocess of burning up 
the eflete m atter poured into them by the 
veins, degenerate and waste away; and the 
brain, failing to establish the connection be­ 
tween motor nerves and wfijfshatters by par­ 
alysis the delicate mechanism. 
All, in fine, 
are causes which as surely arrest the inotiou 
of the human machine as does the load be­ 
yond its powers that of the apparatus of iron 
and steal. 
The case of Heenan illustrates these truths 
perhaps as forcibly as any that can be cited. 
The mau was a model of physical perfection, 
not ponderous in build or gigautic in frame, 
but to all appearances one in whom the parts 
of tbe body, while cultivated to their fullest 
extent, remained in statuesque symmetry.— 
And yet despite the capacious breast and 
broad shoulders—points in themsejves suppo­ 
sed to indicate almost unlimited strength of 
lungs—these last mentioned members, in the 
constant strain upon the system, proved un­ 
equal to their task, and fell a prey to the wast­ 
ing and insidious disease which resulted in 
death. 
While, with such evidence as this before us, 
the tenets of the ultra advocates of “ muscular 
Christianity” may well be questioned with ref­ 
erence to the benefits derivable from the at­ 
tainment of a so called high physical condi­ 
tion, on the other hand, it is true, that no less 
dangerous results arc to be apprehended from 
the converse practice, the development of the 
mind at the expense of the body. 
Again referring to the steam engine for á 
simile, let us consider the consequence, sup­ 
posing that workiug parts and load remained 
constant, of our crowding into tbe cylinders 
an enormous steam pressure. 
Manifestly 
there would be either a much more rapid 
wearing out of the machine, caused by the 
overwhelming power, or more probably the 
complete breakdown. 
Thus it is with the in­ 
dividual who, by excessive Btudy and brain 
work, overweighs the balance in the contrary 
direction, and by neglecting to maintain the 
equilibrium of mind and body, succumbs to ' 
the impoverishment of his 'physical system.— 
Illustrations in point are to be found among 
the members of every profession, among the 
students of every institute of learning. Young 
men, ambitious to gain scholastic honors and 
spurred on by the applause of preceptors and 
friends, too often find failing health and des­ 
pondent spirits the precursors of permanent 
bodily infirmity, induced by overstrict appli­ 
cation, too many hours of study, absence of 
simple and nourishing food, and neglect of 
wholesome exercise. 
Undeterred by premo­ 
nitions of nature, toward the close of their 
course, in order to reach a coveted prize—as 
valueless to them in after life as it is intrin­ 
sically w’orthiess—they tax their energies be­ 
yond their powers of endurance. 
Then, as 
the runner in the race or tbe oarsman at his 
oar physicially breaks down at the moment of 
trial, so the overworked brain succumbs when 
it is subjected to the final strain. 
The stu­ 
dent, whose hollow eyes, pale face, and wast­ 
ed form denote nights of unvaried toil, fluds 
his powers inadequate to do him justice, and 
his memory fleeting at the hour when ho ’de­ 
sires their firmest aid; and he endures the 
bitter experience of seeing others, Intellectu­ 
ally beneath him but physically bis superiors, 
withstand a trial before which be-fails. 
Study is to tbe mind as exercise is to the 
body; both alike act as developing powers, 
bat neither body nor mind can be carried to 
a relative excess of cultivation except at the 
expense of the other. 
“ Mens sana in cor- 
pore sano " does not refer either to pandits or 
prizefighters. 
It means a mind well balanced, 
well organized, and varied in ability, coupled 


with a body healthy, vigorous, and strong— 
the one capable of grappling with the highest 
thoughts and ideas, the other with the deepest 
ills and obstacles incident to every walk in 
life. 
• 


T h e N ovel Steam er. 
The saloon steamship designed by Mr. Bes­ 
semer, to make sea sickness impossible, is 
well under way at Hull, England. 
The fram­ 
ing is nearly complete, and a good part of 
the outer plating has been put on. The steam­ 
er is 350 feet long, 40 feet broad inside of her 
paddle boxea, and of 2,774 tuns burthen. 
She will be driven by two sets of paddlewheels, 
situated 100 feet apart, the aggregate power 
of the engines being no less than 4,600 horse 
power. 
The two ends of the ship are alike, 
and each will be furnished with a rudder. 
Her most characteristic feature is her saloon, 
which will be 70 feet long and 30 feet wide, 
and suspended upon massive pivo's at the 
center and at the extremities. 
Thus support­ 
ed, it will be brought under tbe control of 
powerful hydraulic gear, worked’by the prin­ 
cipal boilers of the ship. 
This gear will be so 
arranged th a t it is expected a man will be 
able to im part to the salooa a rolling motion 
in relation to the ship precisely the reverse of 
that which the ship herself receives. 
The en­ 
gines, it is anticipated, will drive the vessel at 
a speed exceeding 20 miles an hour.

T bs Loss of the V ille du H avre. 
The cable, that so lately has been the bearer 
to and fro of dispatches upon whose signifi­ 
cance the people of two continents waited, 
while alternately the probabilities of war 
seemed to increase or diminish, brought to us 
yesterday news more Immediately sad, start­ 
ling and horrifying. 
The first report was Uke 
a paralyzing blow, which stunned the sensi­ 
bilities so that we could not comprehend the 
terrible truth. 
With the later dispatches came 
an awakening to the reality of the calamity, 
and the ghastly story was revealed In all its 
horror and sadness as the list of th8 lost and 
the particulars of the accident came in. 
The Ville du Havre, a magnificent steam ­ 
ship of the New York and Havre line, w as run 
into by the English steamer Lock Earn and 
sunk In twelve minutes, carrying down with 
her two hundred and twenty-six of the thro o 
hundred and thirteen persons who were aboard 
of her,eighty-seven being rescued by the steam­ 
ers’ boats, several of them having floated away 
on pieces of the vessel, spars, etc. 
Of the 
saved a number are severely injured, the dire­ 
ful calamity having been made still more hor­ 
rible by the m asts falling and killing or 
maiming many of the frenzied mortals crowd­ 
ing into the boats. 
The Ville du Havre was a favorite steamer 
with wealthy and distinguished passengers, 
and the list of the lost embraces more people 
of prominence than have perhaps been lost in 
any similar disaster during the century, thus 
carrying sorrow to many refined and happy 
homes on both Bitl*ns of the Atlantic. 
The 
calamity makes itself specially felt in our own 
section, in the loss of Judge Peckham, Judge 
of the Court of Appeals of this state. 
No information is given to show the cause 
of Uic catastrophe—whether it was the resalt 
of carelessness or one of those fatalities pecul­ 
iarly pertaining to the dangers of the great 
deep. 
Later news will undoubtedly enlighten 
us in this regard, but in the meantime the 
sympathy of the old and new world will go 
out lo tho stricken souls and sorrow-burdeued 
hearts that recelvo this news with unutterable 
anguish.

L ondon, D e c. I . —The ship Trimouutaln 
from New York arrived at Cardiff at an early 
hour this morning, bringing intelligence of ft 
dreadful disaster to the steamship Ville du 
Havre, which left New York Nov. 15th for 
Havre, under command of Captain Surmout. 
At 2 o’clock on the morning of the 23d of 
November the Ville du Havre collided with tho 
British ship Loch Earn from London for New 
York and sunk shortly after. 
Two hundred 
and twenty-six of the passengers on the steam­ 
ship lost their live*. 
The Trimountain res­ 
cued 87 of her passengers and crew and bro’t 
them to Cardin. 


FURTHER PARTICULAR*. 


L ondon, Dec I.—Later dispatches from 
Cardin bring the following additional particu­ 
lars of the loss of the Ville du Havre: She was 
struck amidships by the Loch Earn, and sunk 
In twelve minutes after the collision occurred. 
The Loch Earn^immediately lowered three 
boats, which rendered all the ^service it was 
possible for thorn to do. 
Fifty-three of the 
crew were saved, including the Captain.—

passage from Brest to this port in nine days 
twenty-tbree boars. 
With the exception of 
the Great Eastern,she was the largest steamer 
that ever entered this port, ber dimensions 
being 430 feet by 48 feet. 
Mer carrying ca­ 
pacity was 3,600 tons weight and measure­ 
ment. 
The main saloon was fitted up with 
marble wainscoting of three different varie­ 
ties.

DETAILS OF TUE COLLISION. 


L ondon, Dec. I.—The following additional 
particulars of the loss of the Ville da Havre 
have been gathered from officers and passen­ 
gers at Cardin. 
The Ville du Havre experienced thick fog 
until the 20th. 
Al the time of collision the 
weather was clear. 
Little wind was blowing, 
but there was a heavy sea. 
The Captain had 
just retired and the second officer was In 
charge. 
The lights on the steamer were all 
right. 
The collision was wholly unexpected. 
The Loch Earn struck the steamer amidships 
aud made a chasm twelve feet deep and from 
twenty-five to thirty feet wide. The exact po* 


aition of the Ville da Havre at the tim e wa* 
Int. 47 deg. 21 min., long. 35 dog. 31 min. 
Panic look

gers. 
Five 
minutes 
after tho collision 
the main and mizzen masts fell across two 
large boats which were filled with people and 
ready for launching. 
The boats were crushed 
to pieces and many of their occupants killed 
and injured. 
In the brief interval between 
the collision and the sinking of the steamer 
the crew were able to launch only the whole 
boat and Captain’s gig. 
The Loch Earn went a mile before stop­ 
ping. 
She then got 
out 
four boats to 
pick 
up the people 
struggling 
in 
the 
water. 
Meanwhile the whale-boat, under 
command oftheSecondLleutenant of the Ville 
du Havre, picked up ODC load of those who 
were cliuging to planks, spars, etc., and took 
them to the Loch Earn. 
She returned to the 
scene and secured another load. 
Captain 
Surmont, who remained on deck to the last, 
was rescued by thi3 boat. 
Three-quarters of 
an hour after the collision one of his officers 
swam a mile to the Loch Earn and was hauled 
on board with a rope. 
The boats continued 
to sjarch the water, in the vicinity of the dis­ 
aster until there was no hope of saving more 
lives. 
The cold was Intense aud mauy of the 
survivors were immersed two hours and were 
almost lifeless when rescued. 


The ship Trimountain 
sighted tho Loch 
Earn at 8 A. M., six hours after tho sinking of 
tho steamer, and received the survivors, as be­ 
fore reported. The saved speak Id the highest 
terms of the kindness of Captain Urquhart, 
her commander. 
There were-six stow-aways 
on board the Ville du Havre. 
• 
Later accounts make the date of the colli­ 
sion the 22J instead of the 23d ult. 
A vessel 
which arrived at Bristol reports speaking the 
Loch Earn, with ten survivors of tho Ville du 
Havre on board. 


ANXIETY TO H E A R TH E NEW S. 
N ew York, Dec. I —The Associated Press 
office to-day was overrun with anxious ’nqulr- 
era for news of the Ville du Havre.

or relatives on board, from whom they had re­ 
ceived no intelligence other than that conveyed 
through the press dispatches.

A R EFO RT OF T H E DISASTER FROM FRA NCE. 


New York, Dec. I.—Mr. M icKenzie, agent 
of the French Steamship Company, furnishes 
the followiug dispatch received to-night from 
Paris: 
P aris, Dec. I. -The Ville du lU vre was 
struck on Nov. 22J, at 2 o'clock in the morn­ 
ing in tat. 77, long. 38, by the iron ship 
Loch Earn of Glasgow, 1,300 tons. 
She was 
struck amidships. 
The how of the Loch Earn 
made a large bole in the steamer. 
Ten min­ 
ute* afterwards the steamer 
went plump 
dowu. 
One boat from the Loch Earn and 
two boats from the steamer began Immedi­ 
ately to Bave the passengers,, with only partial 
success. 
The time was too abort 
Only 87 
Itersnns were saved, whose names have !>ecn 
forwarded. 
The I/x it Earn transferred the 
surviving passengers the next day to the 
American six ip Trimountain, bound for Bristol. 


THE PURSER’S* STORY. 


T ER R IB LE and touching scenes. 
London, Dec. I .—The Purser of the steam 
ship Ville du Havre gives the following narra­ 
tive of the disaster: 
We were seven days out. 
It was Saturday 
night. 
I was sleeping wheu the collision oc­ 
curred. 
Rushiug on deck I descried a sailing 
ship aud three minutes later gained a fearful 
conviction that the ship was going down by 
the bow. 
Thirty or forty passengers managed 
to get into the long boat and life grew strong 
with them when freed from the sinking ship, 
bat suddenly the rairzen mast fell over the 
jefr side of the vessel, killing or wounding 
> nearly alt of them. 
Immediately afterwards 
the maiu must fell on deck, killing and 
wounding more. 
The water was rushing 
dawn the wind pipe with fearful velocity. The 
vessel was sinking. 
I jumped overboard with another person 
and swam towards the Loch Earn, half a inlio 
oil. 
Looking around I saw the steamer dis­ 
appear without reeling, going down bow fore­ 
most. 
For a moment a mighty shriek rent the 
air, the last outbreak of agony. 
A death­ 
like calm succeeded the noise aud tumult. 
Tht^Captain remained on the bridge during 
tho whole scene. 
Ile was rescued one hour 
later. 
Six officers out of the fifteen were 
saved by swimming except the First Lieuten­ 
ant who went into the boat to the Loch Earn. 
The Purser gives a touching nurrative.of 
the presence of a French priest amidst a death­ 
like calmness on deck d is u s in g blearing*. 
The boats cruised about until IO o’clock next 
morning in hopeless eflorts to pick up others. 


CAPTAIN URQUHART’* M O R Y . 


The survivors remained on board the British 
ship until 3 o'clock and were then transferred 
to the American ship Trimountain, command­ 
ed by Captain Urquhart, who gives Hie follow- 
log narrative: 
On Saturday morning we saw a vessel with 
weather bowsprit gone and sails flowing, 
which proved to be the Loch Earn of Glasgow, 
bound for New York. 
The Captain asked to 
transfer the surviving passengers and crew of 
the steamer Ville du lluvre, which Bank at 
two o’clock that morning. 
All except two, 
one a French priest and the other a person 
who remained to act as nurse, were trans­ 
ferred. 
It was a pitiful sight lo see tho human be­ 
ings huddled together in the small cabin 
heartbroken und destitute of clothing, bat 
still thankful for their lives and grateful for 
the hospitality received on the Loch Earn. 
Many were hurt by fragments of the wreck. 
We cruised till nearly dark and then proceeded 
on our voyage to Bristol. 
Not a ventage of 
the Ville du Havre, man, woman or child, 
coaid be discovered In the neighborhood of 
where the collision occurred. 
There war a rather heavy sea, 
but little 
wind when the disaster occurred. 
The shock 
of the collision was fearful. 
Tbs rapidity in 
which the {teamer went down prevented the 
launching of mote than a w hale-boat and the 
Capt ‘in'* gig- 
Iu twelve minutes after being 
struck the ship went down. 
Terror amoug 
the pRisengjrs paralyzed all eflorts to save. 
Many of the passengers never quitted their 
•ute-.xom*, whole families meeting their 
dea.h together. 
Several of the survivors arrived in London 
Ihii evening, en route for Paris. 
Among the 
save I ara Mil* Nolan, Mary and Annie Hunter, 
Fanny Binnirger, Helen and M adeline Mixter. 
Mrs. Spoffurd of Chicago lost four children. 
James Bishop of New York floated three hours 
oo a pianic. 
Hoary Belknap, of Mount Ver­ 
non, near Boston, swam from the wreck

Mr. Barbarian swam Que hour sud

T H E ANTI-SALARY GRAB B ILL*. 
Coukling's bill relating to moneys appropri­ 
ated for members of Congress provides that 
all moneys appropriated as compensation to 
members of the Forty-second Congress in ex­ 
cess of the mileage and allowances fixed by 
law at the commencement of said Congress 
and which shall not have been drawn by mem­ 
bers of said Congress respectively or which 
have been returned in any form to the United 
States are hereby covered into the Treasury of 
Vie United States, absolutely the same as if 
they had never been appropriated as afore­ 
said. 
Mr. P ratt of Indiana Introduced a bill fixing 
the salary of Senators, Repreienlatives aud 
delegates in Congress at $5,000 per annum, 
which shall be in lieu of all existing provisions 
of the law for their compensation, except ac­ 
tual individual traveling expenses from their 
home* to the seat of government and return, 
and $200 per atiuum for postage, stationery 
and newspaper*. 
It authorizes the disbursing 
officers of the Senate and House to retain one- 
third each month from the compensation of 
Senators, members and delegates of the pres­ 
ent Congress, amounting by the 4th of March, 
1875, to the excess of the above rate of $5, 
OOO, which has been heretofore paid under the 
act of March 3d, 1873, the sums so retained to 
be return**! to the Treasure of the United 
States. 
Wright'* bill lo repro! the act of March 3d, 
1873, the increasing salaries act, provides 
that all salaries increased by that act be fixed 
the same as before its passage, though so far 
a* it applies to the President it ahull lake ef­ 
fect after the present term. 
So far as It ap­ 
plies to Senators, Representatives and others it 
Is to take effect upou the date of the passage 
of the bill 
It further provides that ll shall 
not be so construal as to revive the franking 
privilege.

The cable, that so lately has been the bearer 
to and fro of dispatches upon whose signifi­ 
cance the people of two oontlnents waited, 
whilo alternately the probabilities of war 
seemed to Increase or diminish, brought to U3 
yesterday news more Immediately sad, start­ 
ling and horrifying. 
The first report was like 
a paralyzing blow, which stunned the sensi­ 
bilities so that we could not comprehend the 
terrible truth. 
With the later dispatches came 
an awnkenlDg to the reality of the calamity, 
aud the ghastly story was revealed in all its 
horror and sadness as the list of tbe lost and 
the particulars of the accident came in. 
The Ville du Havre, a magnificent steam ­ 
ship of the New York and Havre line, was run 
Into by the English steamer Lock Earn and 
sunk iu twelve minutes, carrying down with 
her two hundred and twenty-six of the thre o 
hundred and thirteen persons who were aboard 
of her,eighty-seven being rescued by the steam­ 
ers’ boats, several of them having floated away 
on pieces oí the vessel, spars, etc. 
Of the 
saved a number are severely injured, the dire­ 
ful calamity having been made still more hor­ 
rible by the masts falling and killing or 
maiming many of the frenzied mortals crowd­ 
ing iuto the boats. 
Tbe Ville du Havre wa3 a favorite steamer 
with wealthy and distinguished passengers, 
aud the lint of the lost embraces more people 
of prominence than have perhaps been lost in 
any similar disaster during the century, thus 
carrying sorrow to many refined and happy 
homes on both sideB of the Atlantic. 
Tbe 
calamity makes itself specially felt in our own 
section, iu the loss of Judge Peckham, Judge 
of the Court of Appeals of this state. 
No Information is given to show tbe cause 
of the catastrophe—whether it was the result 
of carelessness or one of those fatalities pecul­ 
iarly pertaining to the dangers of tho great 
deep. 
Later news will undoubtedly enlighten 
us in this regard, but in the meantime the 
sympathy of the old and new world will go 
out to thestricken souls and sorrow-burdened 
hearts that recelvo this news with uuutterable 
auguish.

A REPORT OF THE DISASTER FROM FRANCE. 


N ew York, Dec. 1.—Mr. M icKenzie, agent 
of the French Steamship Company, furnishes 
the followiug dispatch received to-night from 
Pari3: 
P aris, Dec. 1. -The Ville du Hávre was 
struck on Nov. 22d, at 2 o’clock in the morn­ 
ing in lat. 77, long. 38, by tbe iron ship 
Loch Earn of Glasgow, 1,300 tons. 
She was 
struck amidships. 
Tbe bow of the Loch Earn 
made a large hole in tbe steamer. 
Ten min­ 
utes afterwards the steamer went plump 
down. 
One boat from the Loch Earn and 
two boats from the steamer began immedi­ 
ately to save the passengers,-with only partial 
success.

persons were saved, whose names have been 
forwarded.

THE PURSER’S STORY". 


TERRIBLE AND TOUCHING SCENES. 


L ondon, Dec. 1.—The Purser of ihe steam 
ship Ville du Havre gives the following narra­ 
tive of the disaster: 
We were seven days oat. 
It was Saturday 
night. 
I was sleeping when the collision oc 
curred. 
Rushing on deck I de3criea a sailing 
ship aud three minutes later gained a fearful 
conviction that the ship was going down by 
the bow. 
Thirty or forty passengers managed 
th get into the long boat and life grew strong 
with them when freed from the sinking ship, 
but suddenly the rairzen mast fell over the 
ieff aide of the vessel, killing or wounding 
nearly all of them. 
Immediately afterwards 
the main mast fell on deck, killing and 
wounding more. 
The water was rushing 
dawn the wind pipe with fearful volocity. The 
vessel was sinking. 
I jumped overboard with another person 
and swam towards the Loch Earn, half a rallo 
off 
Looking around I saw the steamer dis­ 
appear without reeling, going down bow fore­ 
most. 
For a moment a mighty shriek rent the 
air, the last outbreak of agony. 
A death­ 
like calm succeeded the noise and tumult. 
Th^Captain remained on the bridge durin 
tho whole scene. 
He was rescued one hour 
later. 
Six officers out of the fifteen were 
saved by swimming except the First Lieuten­ 
ant. who went into the boat to tbe Loch Earn 
The Purser gives a touching narrative.of 
the presence of a French priest amidst a death 
like calmness on deck dispensing blessings. 
The boats cruised about until 10 o’clock next 
morning in hopeless efforts to pick up others. 


CAPTAIN URQUHART’S STORY. 


Tbe survivors remained on board the British 
ship until 3 o’clock and were then transferred 
to the American ship Trimountain, command­ 
ed by Captain Urquhart, who gives the follow 
ing narrative: 
On Saturday morning we saw a vessel with 
weather bowsprit gone and sails flowin 
which proved to be the Loch Earn of Glasgow, 
bound for New York. 
The Captain asked to 
transfer tho surviving passengers and crew of 
the steamer Ville du Havre, which sank at 
two o’clock that morning. 
All except two, 
one a French priest and the other a person 
who remained to act as nurse, were trans­ 
ferred. 
It was a pitiful sight to see the human be­ 
ings huddled together iu the small cabin 
heartbroken and destitute of clothing, but 
still thankful for their lives and grateful for 
the hospitality received on tbe Loch Earn. 
Many were hurt by fragments of the wreck. 
We cruised till nearly dark and then proceeded 
on our voyage to Bristol. 
Not a vestage of 
the Ville du Havre, man, woman or child, 
could be discovered in the neighborhood of 
where the collision occurred. 
There was a rather heavy sea, but little 
wind when the disaster occurred. 
The shock 
of the collUion was fearful. 
The rapidity in 
which the steamer went down prevented the 
launching of mote than a whale-boat and the 
Capt dn’s gig. 
In twelve minutes after bein, 
struck the ship went down. 
Terror amoug 
the passengers paralyzed all efforts to save. 
Mano of the passengers never quitted their 
state-xoms, whole families meeting their 
death together. 
Several of the survivors arrived in London 
th'u evening, en route for Paris.

THE ANTI-SALARY GRAB BILLS. 
Conkling’s bill relating to moneys appropri­ 
ated for members of Congress provides that 
all moneys appropriated as compensation to 
members of the Forty-second Congress in ex­ 
cess of the mileage and allowances fixed by 
law at the commencement of said Congress 
and which shall not have been drawn by mem 
bers of said Congress respectively or which 
have been returned in any form to the United 
States are hereby covered into the Treasury of 
Vie United States, absolutely the same as if 
they had never been appropriated as afore 
said. 
Mr. Pratt of Indiana introduced a bill fixin 
tbe salary of Senators, Representatives aud 
delegates in Congress at $5,000 per annum 
which shall be iu lieu of all existing provisions 
of the law for their compensation, except ac­ 
tual individual traveling expen3C3 from their 
homes to the seat of government and return 
and $200 per anuum for postage, stationery 
and newspapers. 
It authorizes the disbursing 
officers of the Senate and House to retain one 
third each month from tbe compensation of 
Senators, members and delegates of tbe pres 
ent Congress, amountiug by the 4th of March 
1875, to the excess of the above rate of $5, 
000, which has been heretofore paid under the 
act of March 3d, 1873, the suras so retained to 
be returned to the Treasury of the United 
States. 
Wright's bill to repeal the act of March 3d 
1873, the increasing salaries act, provides 
that all salaries increased by that act be fixed 
the same as before its passage, though so far 
as it applies to the President it shall take ef­ 
fect after the present term. 
So far as it ap 
plies to Senators, Representatives and others it 
is to take effect upon the date of the passage 
of the bill. 
It further provides that it shall 
not be so construed as to revive the franking 
privilege. 


CAUCUS ON THE SALARY GRAB QUESTION. 
A Republican caucus was held to-night In 
the hall of Representative^ to consider the 
Congressional salary questiou. 
A number of 
speeches were made and projects proposed 
looking to the repeal of tbe increased sala 
ry.

As to the other three districts and the mem­ 
ber for the State-at-large there had been two 
conflicting sets of papers received, both is­ 
suing from competent authority. 
One set 
signed by Gov. Wurmoth and the other by 
acting-Gov. Antoine. 
The clerx had, ihere- 
fore, declined to enroll any of them. 
As to the Ninth District of Indiana, the pa­ 
pers returned by the Governor could not be 
accepted by the Clerk, as they were not in ac­ 
cordance with law, and therefore there was 
no person enrolled for that district. 
For four seats from Arkansas there had been 
two certificates presented, those of Messrs. 
Snyder and Hines. 
In regard to the slate of 
West Virginia, there was a peculiar complica­ 
tion arising from uncertainty as to the proper 
time for holding the election. 
On motion ol Mr. DAWES a message was 
seut to the Senate notifying it of the organi­ 
zation of tbe House. 
On motion of Mr. GARFIELD a committee 
with the Senate committee was appointed to 
notify the President. 
The territorial delegates were then called 
and sworn, including Geo. Q. Cannon of Utah 
against 
wbo’m an ineffectual protest was 
made by Merriam of New York. 
Cannon’s 
admission was advocated by Cox and Poiter 
of New York., Butler and Hoar of Massachu­ 
setts, Maynard of Tennessee and Niblack of 
Indiana. 
In drawing for seats all the best seats on 
the Republican side of the House were taken 
before the name of Butler of Massachusetts 
was drawn. 
Butler walked across to the 
Democratic side of the hall amid loud laugh­ 
ter and chose a seat in the extreme right sec­ 
tion. in what is familiarly known as "Sleepy 
Hollow.” 
Mr. HALE of Maine gave notice that he 
would to-morrow introduce and press l oan 
early passage a bill to repeal the increase of 
tbe salary law . 
Mr. STARKWEATHER of Connecticut pre­ 
sented a petition for pensions to all the sol­ 
diers of the war of 1812. 
The House at half-past four adjourned.
